Ottawa, Aug. 2.'5.— Tho couain of the 
Kinperor of Japan, I'rince Yorihito Komatau 
to Miya, p.isaed through here last night en 
route for 'Vancouver.

H-M.S. "Satellite " Assists in Givingr 
the West Coast Blacks 
a Lesson. 



Incidents ot a Not Uneventftil Cruise 
From the Old Land-Off 
for Comox. 



Though life on board one of Her Majoa. 
ty'a war ehips is aa a rule rather monotonous 
there are timea when this is broken by inoi- 
ddnta sutHjiently stirring to csiuse the moat 
slOggisb blood to circulate freely. An ex- 
ample of this oooorred on the trip of the 
SataUite out from England. 

" On the 8th of February," said Ist Lieu- 
tenant G. A. Hyman, "we saw the clifl'a of 
Old Kcgland sink behind tho waves. After 
a utop at Los Pulnias we proceeded to St. 
Vincent. Here we received word that we 
were wanted down on the west coast of 
Africa. It appears that FodisHah, a native 
chief, had been gathering men and arms for 
some time. His chief town, Ounjar, had 
been crudely fortified, and with his gather- 
ing strength Fodiailah waa growing more 
and more inaolenl:. This culminated in the 
tiring on a landing party from H.M.S. 
Raleigh, tho flagahip on the west coast 
Btntinn. 

" Well, we got down to lialhurst and sent 
our marinoa overland with tho West; India 
regiment from 8iorra I-<oone. Iv waa nocea- 
aary to procjed with eoniu caution as Fadi- 
ailah waa able to put some ,'),U(II) men in tho 
field. 'I'lieao were vuriouBly urmcd, a few 
will) Wincbtstera and modern rilljs, but for 
the rno&t part with ' bun-iioi ka.' This lat- 
ter ia a Biiinolh bore with about hcvou feet of 
gaa plpo for a barrel, and often moto deadly 
to tho one shooting it than any one elao, 

" (iunjar, tho capital, waa back in tho 
wooda and could only be seen from the maat 
head. We dropped down to a .'5,000 yards 
range and in a tew minutea were introducing 
astonishmout and ehelis into that uativn 
town in a way that must havo been diecour- 
aging, Tho blaoks could h'l aeon clearing 
out in equada, and occasionally we would 
hasten them a little with a shell. ^Vell, 
thia form of amusement lasted for three 
days, after which we prepared to land 
according to programme in order to e£feot a 
conjunction with the land forces that had 
been sent around, A half-hearted show nf 
reaiatancc wua mado on the bsaob, but a few 
aholla gave ua tho privacy which our modesty 
r( quired, and we landed all right, not a man 
lost. 

" We marched up to Gucjir and joined 
tho other force, which had not dono so well 
in tho way of loaaea. Thay had engaged in 
sovera! bruahes wi th tho natives and had a 
loaa of 711 to report. Several of tlicao wore 
olliccra. 'Phe native aharpslinotera appeared 
to take an et-peeial deliKlit; in picking them 
oil. Ain inj; thcHc were Capt. Cainble, of 
the Kuleifjh, l.ieut. Arnold, two lieutenanta 
whoao namoH J have forgotten, and three or 
four middiea. 

"An oxaminalion of tho town showed 
tliat our fire had been very iiojurato. The 
all'air waa a complete wreck, and tho 
liimea were dying out; for want of 
milerial when wo arrived. A largo 
atone mast which Htood in tho conLro 
of tho town waa shattered, and tho ground 
waB ready for potatoes in all directions, Tho 
natives had evidently enough of tho little 
misundoratanding so we left them to rdl-iot 
and amend thuir wuyp. Wo took tho Went, 
India regiment baok to Sierra Leono and 
proceeded on our way. 

"A touch at Montevideo and Falkland 
ialauda with guvcrniuDnt stores, and a oruiso 
after a rock in tho straits of Magellan 
brought us around on tho west coast of 
America. So we proceeded up the coast 
touching at Valparaiso, Bpending one month 
ut Coquimbo, a call at Callao, and Sao Diego 
and then direct to Esqnimalt." 

The Sattelite was coaled np yesterday and 
at r> o'clook pjooeeded to Comox where she 
will join tho Royal Arthur for the prize tar- 
gob praotioo. The Sattelite will be a fixture 
on this station until further ordera. Sinoo 
the African oiTuir a lottor has boon received 
from the Admiralty praising tho good con- 
dnob of the oiBoara and men on that oooaalon. 



GEAND ARCH CHAPTERy . 

What the Triennial Convocation Bepresents— 
OfllclBl Belatlons on a Scale Never 
Before Attempted. 

Toi'EKA, Kaa., Aug. 23 -^Tho aeasiona of 
the triennial convocation of the General 
Orit,nd Chapter of - the United States of 
Koyal Arch Masons 'were oontlnned here to- 
day. The proceedings are aurronnded by 
the profound aeoreoy that invariably at- 
tachca to Musonio a£r.iirs, but a preaa com- 
mittee has bHcn appointed to make public 
such of the actions taken as may properly bo 
communicated to tho public. The oonvooa- 
tion represents through the deitgates whose 
credentials wore referred to the committee 
yesterd&y forty-threo Grand Chapters, eaoh 
ropresoBting a state, of the Royal Arch 
degrso. 

The afTaira of over two thousand subordin 
ate enrolled chapters in the States. and 
twenty- two subordinate ohaptera in the ter* 
ritories are also to be dealt, with, wiiile in 
addition the General Grand Chapter hae 
jnriadiction'over the Empire of China and 
over the Hawaiian republic. These chop- 
tars, however, have put out a strong appeal 
for more self-government, and legislation in 
this direction may be enacted at the present 
convocation. The foreign relations of the 
General Grand Chapter will be given oon- 
sidorable attention. The fraternal relations 
with the General Grand Chapters through- 
ou t the world are of the most friendly nature, 
but offioial relations are to bo established on 
a scale hitherto unattempted. Overtures 
have been received from the dignitaries and 
chapters of England, Scotland, Ireland, 
Siam, Japan, Brazil and Austrilia, which 
will bo seriously considered, while felicita- 
tions will be transmitted to the brethren of 
Germany and Russia.

COAL IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

\Y. Harrison on Current Trade and the 
Efl'ccts of tho Tarlll'. 

J. W. Harrison writes as followa relative 
to the present condition of the San Fran- 
oisoo ooal market: " During tho week there 
have been tho following arrivals ; From tho 
ooaat mines, 15.2<'^6 tona ; from foreign 
sources, 3,177 tona. 'The atocka on hand 
are liberal, and those, combined with the 
regular arrivals from the coaat and cargoes 
due thia month from Auatralia and Great 
Britain, preclude any poaaibility of an im- 
provement in prioea. Freighta from the 
colonies and Kngliah ports are steady for 
future loading of ooal cargoes, with a likeli- 
hood of their Bnatenaaee, nnlesa outward 
grain charters show an advance. Im- 
porters are complaining of the back- 
wardneaa of our dealers and large 
customers, all of whom are obary of pur- 
chasing ahead of their^aotual requirements ; 
henoe there is no activity to the market. 
At last the verdict has been rendered, and 
we may deem ouraelves fort.unate in getting 
about one-half.of what we were entitled to, 
viz : a reduction of 35 cents per ton on bitu- 
minouB coal duty. The benefits derived 
from this email allowance will be so pro- 
noanced that our next Congress in Decem- 
ber, to popularize itself, will be compelled 
to place it on tho free list, where it natur- 
ally belongs. Some of our representatives, 
who will return to us seeking nomination, 
Mill Had themeelves critically interrogated 
by thoir constituents as to their lukewarm- 
nosB in advocating tho remission of the coal 
duly. Tho coal tariff will prove itself a 
potent factor in shaping votes at the next 
Congressional election locally."

WATCHING BAOH OTHBB. 

Changes in Uovementa of IT. S. and Brltlah 
Crnlsers in Hawaiian 'Waters. 

San Francisco, Aug. 2.3. — The United 
States cruiser Philadelphia has arrived from 
Honolulu, bringing the following letter : it 

'* HoMOi,ni.n, Aug. 12.— Several days ago 

it was announced that the Philadelphia was 
to leave here. About the same time the 
captain'^of tho Britiah ship Champion said 
hia ship would leave in two weeks to cruise, 
ostensibly to look over tho route of the pro- 
posed Pacific cable. A day after the aliove 
events a petition waa circulated by Britith 
residents, asking that the Champion remain, 
as they claimed to be in fear of having no 
protection in the event of trouble. The 
Champion's commander agreed to stay, and, 
Admiral Walker at once announced hia in-' 
tuntion of doing the same tiling. Thia sud- 
den change in the plana of the vessels haa 
caused a great amount of comment. The 
Royalists claim that if the Philadelphia had 
left, there would have been an uprising ab 
once. The other side claims to want the 
Philadelphia to go that it may show the 
Royalists that it is not afraid of them. 
Their wish was attained by word ordering 
tho Philadelphia to proceed homo at once, 
Tho war between Japinand China Ib having 
an effect here. Reports were received last 
week of a tight between tho Cliinese and 
Japanese, and serious trouble is feared on 
some of tho large plantations." 



INDIAN MUSDBE. 

An Oka Doctor Killed on the St. Begis Be- 
servation by Hia 'Wife's Paramour. 

SuMMEBSTOWN, Ont., Aug. 23 —The fea- 

tivitiea of regatta day wore somewhat 
spoiled at Stanley island yesterday by re- 
ports of a horrible murder committed by In- 
dians tho nicht before ot tho American sido 
of tho St, Regis Indian reservation. Tho 
nowa was brought by one of the chiefa and 
was to tho cfTect that an Indian doctor from 
Oka, whoao name ho did not know, had 
como homo to see his wife, who lives at St. 
Regis, and while asleep had been killed by 
a half-brood admirer of tho woman, whose 
name ia Berloit. Berloit, ib appears, took 
an axe and split open tho doctor's skull. 
Afterwards the woman and tho man dragged 
tho body and hid it in a swamp, where an- 
other Indian found ib in the morning. The 
murderers are in hiding and further detaila 
are wanting at present.

SALVADOREAN EEFUGBES. 

Hore Complications— KzetA Under the Grave 
AucDsatluu of Murder. 

San Fr.A.vciSCO, Aug. 23.— The aiagular 
international complication involving the 
liberty of Gen. Antonio Ezeta and hia fel- 
low refugees, which baa been so prolific of 
opera bonffe aenaationa, baa developed a 
new tangle of cdnflioting authority. War 
rants were finally issued for the arrest of 
the refugees, but the local federal authori- 
ties gut tangled up in government red tape 
and the warrants could not be aerved. U. S. 
Marshal Baldwin, armed with the authority 
of the Federal courts, set out to have the 
refugees brought within the jurisdiction of 
the law, but he ran up against Capt. 
Howiaun, the naval officer who commands 
at Mare ialand navy yard. Capt. Howison 
declared that ho had no authority to fur- 
nish transportation to the United States 
marshal, and he refused to place that 
official on board tho ll;nnington. Without 
the Bssiatacco of thu navy dcpartineut 
tho niarshal could not reach tho nunboat. 
In tho first, place tl.o law allowa the marshal 
but ?2 for serving each warrant, and under 
thia compeuaation ho could not ufFurd to 
hire a tugboat. Furtheriiioro, Cuptnin 
Thomaa, of tho H;uniDj;'.OLi, lins strict orders 
to receive no one on board hia ship but ac- 
credited naval oHicers from Mare ialand. 
Under theao conditions the United St-tlcs 
maranal must have the aaaistanco of tho 
nuval authorities if he ever arreata tho cul- 
nrita o! whom he is in pursuit. All the af- 
ternoon the marshal ^and Capt | Howison 
have been in telegraphic comuiunication 
with their superiors at Washiogton City, 
And if they snoaeed in establishiag harnioni- 
ona relatione between the depirtmenta of 
the government which they repreaent it is 
:probable that to day the navy depart- 
ment will bring the refugeea in to the Ual- 
led Sbatea marshal, or will permit him to go 
to ata and board the Bennington before atio 
arrivea within the threa.niile limit. 

Judge Morrow of the United Statea dia- 
trict court, issued warrants for the arreatof 
the refugees. The written authorization 
from Secretary Griaham, which boars date 
ot August 11 and waa mailed from Wash- 
ington City, wua placed in tho hands of 
Judge Morrow by Kuetorjio Caldnron, who 
now ropreaonts tho govornmont; of San Sal- 
vador at this port aa consul. Tho cnniplainta 
oall^frr tho extradition of Aiitonia K/.ota, 
Leon 11 )luno», Auiino Colclio, Joan Cien- 
luegoa and rioroiicio KuBtamonto. Tho uc- 
cuBod are chivrgod with being ariminala and 
fugitives from justico. It Is chiirgod that 
on June 0, ISUl, on tho public vo,\d loading 
from the tov/n of New San Salvador to L'x 
Libertad, one Thom^e Canaa, a teamator 
who was driving along tho road, waa shot 
>»nd murdered by Antonio Kzota and Joan 
Clenfuegoa, alias J^a Church. hV.o'.a and hia 
companion were then ileeiag from their pur- 
iu«n. It ii alao.oharged that on June 1, 



ISOi, Antonio Ezeta entered the Inter- 
national bank of El Salvador and Nicaragua 
and assaulted Jose Buiz and Everesto Ani- 
brosy, and robbed the bank of $2,584. 
Cienfuegos is also charged with an attempt 
to murder Andrea Amaya. Loon Bolanos 
and Florencio Buatamonte are charged with 
the crime of murder for killing four persona 
on May 9 in tho gulch of Las Pulgaa, Fri- 
maver.*. Another complaint charges the 
live refugees with' strangling Cusimero 
Henriquos to death In the village of Coate- 
pasuB on Juno 3 

U. S. Marshal Bildwiu left thia morning 
on the tug Relief for the gunboat Benning- 
ton for tho purpose of serving tho warrants 
iaaued yesterday for tho arrest of Ezeta and 
his four oompanioDS. At 1 p.m. tho Relief 
onmo lip on her return. A number of people 
on her quarterdook are auopoBod to be the 
Salvadoroaua. Marshal Bjkldwin did not 
return on the Relief. He remained aboard 
the Bennington with four deputies. The 
reason therefore has not been explained up 
to thia time. 

WASiiiNdTo.v, Aug. 23. — Admiral Ram- 
say, acting aecrotary of the navy, last even- 
ing telegraphed orders to tho commanaor of 
Mare island navy yard, instructing him to 
take the United Statea marshal out to tho 
BenniogtoD in the naval^tug boat, and per- 
mit him to aerve the warranta of the United 
States oourta on the Salvadorean refugeea. 
It is expected at the State Department that 
the arrest of Bzata and hia aaaooiatea will be 
made to-day. ^ 

THE EOYAL CUIIMISSION. 

To TitK Editor :— During the debate laat 
Monday in tho council on tho subject of the 
proposed Royal Commisaion, Alderman 
Uwyor is reported as saying, " Tho laat in- 
quiry of thia kind cost between §4,000 and 
S5,0O0 and wo wore no wiser." As tho 
Alderman ia one of our rulers for tho current 
year, and therefore roaponaiblo to the tax- 
payers generally for hie utterances, may I 
aak him through your columns whether he 
hae over taken tho trouble to road the " re- 
port of tho Royal Commieaionora appointed 
to inquire Into the conduct of the alTaira of 
the Municipal council of Viotoria !" If he 
has not, then he has no rieht to speak ex 
cathedra on the subject, and if ho has then 
he la guilty of stating that which ia not 
true. This oxhauativo report ia too lone; to 
deal with aa a whole, but it may be useful 
to refresh tho memory of tho people of Vio 
toria by glancing rapidly through it. Aa to 
the charge of " excessive expenditure," the 
Commissioners say : 

" The firat charge of exoeaaive expendi- 
tare beyond the current revenue, in fact 
oovera the greater portion of the complaint 
made. The obvrge is not only admitted, 
but as we think established beyond the 
degree charged " — p. 483. 

" Under these oiroamatanoea lb aeems 
probable that the teaonroea quoa capital of 
the corporation haa been diminished or 
burdened in the laat three and a half years 
to the. extent of at least $1,200,000 '' 
p 484. 

" It is acknowledged that the loano raiaod 
from time to time have been paid into gen 
oral revenue instead of baing placed to aep 
arate acoounta. . . . Ic ia odmitted 
that in 18S9 the overdraft due to the bank 
by appropriating to that purpose tho bal- 
ance in baud of certain loana raiaed for tho 
apeoial purpoeea of the water worka and fire 
department amount in the aggregate to 
SG2,000"— p. 4S5 

*' The ainking fund haa not been invested 
according to the act, and is lying at the 
bank carrying 3 per cent, intereat to an 
amount in excess of §100,000, and practi- 
cally thia Bum has been lent to the corpor- 
ation at 6 per cent, intereat. Thua the cor- 
poration have been paying 3 per cent, for 
the uae of their own funda " — p. 485. 

" The corporation sold aix acroa called 
thfl gravel pita, whfch realized in groas 
§23,235. . . . The exact expenditure 
out of sale m ineys oannot be accurately 
ascertained, though it appears to be §13,- 
161 48. How this waa apent we do not 
know. . . . The prooeeda of the sale 
ought to have been treated aa capital and 
not aa forming past of' the year's revenue at 
all."— p. 486 

Under the charge "reokleaa conduct of 
municipal afTaira," the oomraiaaionera aay : 
" This ia a general charge of over-expendi- 
ture, and appeara to be fully borne out by 
the evidence. , . . Theauperintendence 
of streets alone absorbs $8,820 to control an 
expenditure of what in the estimate of ex- 
penditure amounts to less than §10,000." — 
p. 487. 

Tho commiaaioners give alist of " miscel- 
laneous expenditures " amounting toS8,G87, 
for which they fall to find any legal 
authority— p. 488. 

There is iottructive reading about cor- 
poration olfioials receiving commisaiona on 
purohaaea made, and on the illegality of 
certain aldermen who, being directors of 
companies, undertock ooutruota from the 
city. Tho ratepayers have been deceived 
by the balance sheets annually issued for 
their information, in which tho assets are 
swollen suddenly and without any reason 
except the apparent one of showing that 
though the debts are it creasing yet there 
are assets to ofTdet them. 

" Take tho water worka, they were ae - 
down in I8fll aa worth §1,000,000 In 
December, IS89, they had been valued at 
§484,116. In another compartment of tho 
accounts for ISUl tho who'e conatruction 
account is set down at $513,974. It might 
be interesting to ascertain the motive of this 
eudden riae of $516,000 above 1889, rcpro 
aonting nearly the estimated aurplus of thd 
municipal aaaets over liabilities." P. 403 

There are only'a few of the charges made 
and proved agaiutb the council of that date, 
and yet Mr. Alderman D^yer aiaerta that 
we are no wiaer ! Since all tbcae warninga 
by able men accustomed to sift evidence, 
succeasivo councils have been borrowing 
freely. What will bo tho end of it V lathe 
governnieut of ttio city, as at present con- 
stituted, a Hiiccesa or a failure? I enclose 
my card.

T|ie. Sentence of Death In tlie Savai y 
Island CBse-.to Be Carried 
Into Bxecntion. 



Eight 0%lock the Fatal Hoar-His 
\ tory of flagh Lynn's 
Awfal Crime. 

New Westsiinsteb, Aug. 23.— (Special) 
—Preparations for the oxocution of Hugh 
Lynn were completed to-diiy. The Rciif- 
fold, wliioh will bo the siiiio as used in 
the liiat few liftiigiiiga here, was erected 
this afcenuion and all other dctaila are 
now arranyed. Eight o'clock to-morrow 
niuriii;ig is the hour fixed for the final 
act. The doomed man's mother was with 
him for several hours this morning and 
again this afternoon, and his spiritual 
adyiserSj'Eev. Thos. Scoulerand Rev. E 
D. McLaren, also speut most of the day 
with him, and will remain with Lynn in 
turns until the end, administering conso- 
lation and preparing him for the groat 
change so soon to come. Since the word 
came from OtUiwa that the sonteneo of 
the court must bo carried out Lynn has 
become resigned to his fate and bears up 
well. Ilia spirits are good and ho both 
eats and shiepa ; ho engaires earnestly in 
devotional exorcises with his spiritual 
advisers and appears to bo thoroughly re- 
pentant. 

The tragic incidents which surround 
the Lyi)n case — known generally as the 
S ivary iaiard mystery -form an interest- 
ing if repollant chaptir in tlio criniiniil 
annala of British Columbia Lynn wivs 
the son of very respectable parents, hia 
father having been a member of the com- 
pany of Sappers and Miners eeiitout from 
England in the early _ colonial days. 
Hugh was born on the trip out. During 
his younger days he exhibited a wayward 
dispoaitiop, and on growing to manhood 
gradually absented himaelf from homo 
and white companionship to take up with 
the various Indian tribes on tho coast. 

Last year Lynn picked up an unknown 
Indian woman and drifted away from 
Vancouver on hia usual summer loafing 
tour. The party, conoisting of himself, 
the Indian woman and her little ])oy, 
proceeded aa far north as Malaspina Inlet, 
touching on tiie way at Savaiy island. 
Then in all probability were tirat con- 
ceited tho thoughts which led to the 
double murder for .which Lynn is to [lay 
with his life, 

On Savary island lived an old man by 
the name of John Green. Several hun- 
dred acres of land used to pasture a flock 
of sheep, and a small store stocked with 
goods for Indian trade, furnished him 
with a me;in3 of livelihood. Many yeara 
ago Green lost some money by the failure 
<jf a bank, and from that time never 
trusted to anything but hia own strong 
box. As is usual in such cases, 
popular rumor very much exaggerated his 
wealth, and Lynn probably thougiit covet- 
ously of the several thousand dollars 
which Green was supposed to keep in his 
cabin at all times, in a week or two 
Lyun returned from his trip to Malaapina 
Inlet ftud again stopped at Savar>' island. 
In the meantime a- man uauiod Thomas 
Taylor had been employed by Green, and 
he too was on the Island when Lynn re 
turned. 

On tho Mainland some two miles from 
Green's house is a camp called Lund, con- 
sisting of a saloon and several hoiiacB. 
Here on Uie 24th or 25th of October last 
the three men— Green, Taylor and Lynn 
— appeared, and after taking numerous 
drinks, laid in a supply of liipor and 
went back to the Island. Tliat was tho 
last time that either Green or Taylor was 
seen alive. The next day Lynn came 
over iu the evening with an order signed 
by Green for half a dozen bottles of whis- 
key. At this time he stated that lie had 
concluded to go to work for Green and 
would stay all winter. 

Several days jiassed and the people at 
Lund weve struck with the fact that no 
tigns of life were visible on tho island. 
Aa fhey were debating as to what could 
be tho matter, a man from a aeighboriug 
island caine over with tlie report that 
Savary Island had been tlie scone of an 
awful crime. Wlieii tho excited ranchois 
reached Green's house, they found 
Taylor's body in the middle of the room 
and Green's huddled up behind tho door. 
A siiiule Imllet hole in the breast of each 
teal i lied to the deadly aim of the mur- 
derer, liy the hand of each man was a 
aliot-giin, and for a numient it ap])eared 
aa if a duel to the death liad taken place. 
Examination however demonstrated that 
the guns had not been recently dia- 
charged, and in the walls were twelve 
rifle-bullet holes. Tho room showed signs 
of having been ransacked ; the store had 
been brokiui into luid rifled of its con- 
tents—and Lynn was gone, as was liia 
woman and the child. 

At this time, the I'Hth of October, 
caiKJCH loadtid wuh Indiana from the lioji 
tields were passinn every day on their wtiy 
homo. Vigorous search on the part of 
tho police lailed to tiirow anylighton the 
inysteiy. So complete had all trace of 
Lynn been lost ttjat a theory that the 
murder had boon couimitt-ed by Indians 
and that Lynn himself was a third victim, 
was generally accepted oven iu the Pro- 
vincial dopartmejit. Tho numerous 
search parties were recalled, and there 
the matter rested. 

That Lynn would have escaped there 
is littlo doubt but for tho mistake on ihe 
p:a-t of a timber cruiser who reported 
having met him and his woman on tho 
way to Bella Coola, a village at the head 
of liurkea Channel on the north-west 
coast of British Columbia. Hardly 
thinking tho rumor worth investigating, 
tho Government sent J. F. Jiltdsoe, a 
local newBi:aper rojiorter to look into tho 
inatler. lUedsoe left Victoria on the 5th 
of .lanuary, and arrix'ed in Kelhi Bella 
one week later. At tiiis point a storm 
caino on that lasted throe w eeks and piled 
up over live feet of snow. Tho Indians 
to a man refused to leave the village to go 
up the dangerous inlet 80 miles to Bella 
Coola. Again Lynn's chances of escape 
wore near tho J.0O mark. ,Iust then two 
white timber cruisers camo into tho 
harbor in a littlo slooj) to escajio tho storm. 
They were porauaded to attempt tho trip 
and for sixteen days tho party of three 
battled with tlie continual ntorm to make 



the trip up the channel and bick in a 22- 
foot lumt. Lynn was not at Bella Coola 
nor had he bo^n heard of, but in tho 
niystt.tious way news travels among tho 
Indians, wi>n\ had reached them of the 
murder bohivv. Then almost by chance 
a womatt was found wlio knew Lynn's 
bloochman— her name antl history were 
interesting news in tho department. 
Originally from the ]CiiiiS([uitbraiichof the 
Bella Coola tribe, she had lived with whito 
men for years. Tho last one, Andrew Bo- 
kito, a Port Townsend lisherman had on 
dying loft her some valuable property in 
the neighborhood of the Sound where she 
was in the habit of spending some time 
with her children. When this report 
reached head(|uartera Lynn's death was 
a foregone conclusion, and it was only as 
a matter of routine that a half-hearted 
watch was eBtabliehed on Jennie Bokito's 
house at Port Townsend. 

About the latter part of April word 
camo that Lynn had been iieen in Port 
Townsend. Tho case wao . in, such shape 
that without strong evidence from the 
woman extradition could scarcely bo 
hoped for. Arrangements wore made to 
get tho woman away and the case was 
going well when tho party slipprd through 
the Port Townsend police guard and 
again no trace was left to guide the olli- 
cers. It was learned that a son-in-law of 
Jennie, pynn'a woman, had a amall ranch 
on Orcas island in tho San Juan group. 
More to be doing something than for any 
other reason, Suporintendent Ilussoy of 
tho provincial police, Mr. Bledsoe, and 
Sheriff Thomas of San .luan county wont 
over to Orcas ialaiul. Mere they located 
tho little cabin. It had been recently oc 
cupied; the leaves in the teapot were not 
moulded; there were things all about that 
indicated an intention to return. A 
cruise in a small steamer brought the 
news that Lynn or someone resembling 
him greatly was coming up slowly, taking 
the tides among the islands. The next 
morning tho trail of a canoe ap|)eared on 
the beach — tho house was surrounded, 
and Lynn was in the clutches of the law. 

Ho made no objection to returning to 
British Columbia. The trial went over 
to a si)ociaI ' assize held on the 17th of 
July, and nearly a week was consumed in 
the hearing of tho case. The prosecu- 
tion had in the moantime, aided by the 
woman traced him, stop by step, and a 
chain of evidence remarkable in its com- 
pleteness was tho result. 

Though Lynn had all along maintained 
his innocence of tho crime charged against 
him, he had made some damaging admis- 
sions during the time ho was iu prison, 
and these were all used against him. 

The concluding scenes of the trial were 
interesting. Lynn took the stand in hia 
own behalf, and stated that Green, Tay- 
lor and himself all were drunk, and that 
:eneral row had taken place. Green 
h^d shot Taylor and threatened lo shoot 
him (LynnX ^^^^^ i" ^t^l^ <Io 

fence shot Green. Ho admitted robbing 
tho house and store after the shooting. 
\ verdict of "guilty with a recommoiida- 
tion to mercy" was rendered, and August 
24 was named by the judge as the day 
when Lynn should be hanged for his 
double crime. Several petitions for ex- 
utive clemency were addressed to the 
Governor-General, but it was decided by 
him that the law inu«t take its course.

MALIGNANT MISEBPRBSBNTA. 
TJON. 

For andaoions statennents and for wanton 
and malignant lyin^ a letter that appears 
in Wednesday's V^anoouver Nows-Atlvertiaer 
cannot be surpaaaed. Tho aubject of tho 
letter ia " Tho Davie Relief Expedition." 
The writer ia probably Mr. Cotton, the 
editor of the paper, bnt whether he wrote it 
or not, he is fully responsible for every false- 
hood and malioiouB misstatement the letter 
contains. When an editor consentia to 
publish an anonymous latter which he knows 
is filled with tho most atrocioua untruths, 
he makes every falsehood in it his own. 
Mr. Cotton is tbereiore responsible for all 
the abatemente contained in the following 
eitrac'; from the letter we havo alluded to : 
Do the public know that one iota of 
pnictic\l relief has yot to bo made by the 
Gjvornment to the sufferers in tho recent 
floods ? Do they know that for nvery dol- 
lar's worth of provender and seed that has 
been distributed by the agents of this cor- 
mpb insbitntion the most ample security has 
been required 7 That for goods distributed, 
pledges have been exacted for the payment 
in good coin of the realm or payment in 
kind? I am credibly informed that when 
the *' Relief Expedition " wont up the 
Fraser river, abundantly stocked with the 
generosity of this traly paternal Govern- 
ment, tho only conditions upon which pota- 
toes, for instance, could be obtained by the 
deserving oases, was to bay the quantities 
required at the rate of $35 a too, or else 
givo what might very properly be c tiled a 
" first mortgage " on the seed, to pay back 
the same amount to tbe Government in the 
fall. I am informed that oats and other 
. seeds, about which so mueh capital is made, 
.sold at market figures, or could be redeemed 
in kind in the next harvest. This is 
chirity, indeed I It ia u very cautious way 
of disposini; of tlio funds placed iu true.t 
*ith tho Government to relievo tho suf- 
ferers. 

When the Government, long before tho 
flTod h.id sub.iidiil, cliftrtcred Hte.iniboata 
and BOUt to the sulioring setllora fodder for 
their stock and food for themselves, cllil 
.they nobafiFord those settlers practioal relief 
When they distributed amonp; tho suiTorerij 
large quantities of seed grain and potatoes, 
BO that thoy mifiht put a crop in the ground 
an soon as it wua lit to till, did they not in 
tho moot practical manner poaaiblo relievo 
their necesaities '! When u member of llie 
Government personally saperintendcd the 
.distribution of relief and did not givo him- 
self rest night or day until his work was 
finished, did not ho and his colloagues do all 
that the most liberal and the most syni pa- 
thetic Government could do to help the suf- 
ferers t. 

When the editor of (he Advertiser allowa 
his oorrespottdenb to lead the readers of his 
.paper to', believe that for every dollar's 
irortb'of provisnder and seed that was dis- 
tributed tho Government required ample 
Boourity, he beoamo the willing inatrument 
of a liar and a slanderer to oirculato what ho 
must have known wue grossly untrue. The 
Government certainly did not recklessly and 
without inquiry (tbrpjr-. away the food for 
mail and'bea8t't;hi>b'\traft'purohased with the 
people's monoy. Col. liaker took all rooaon- 
ablo preciutiona tn liiid out whether the 
applicants for relief wore really in need or 
not, and when ho fplin^ that 'they required 
help it was freely extended • to them. It is 
quite trnejbh^t pi^Bf wj|i0(n^e^e^ asslstanoe 
in the dreadful ejcegenpy di|, not wish to 
4)ej pbjadts of dharlty.j { jTji^yl ^ero more 
than willing to pay for what they reoeivod; 



And the government would nob have been 
faithful atewards of tho people or true 
friends of bhe aaflferers themselves if thoy 
did nob require from auob persona promises 
to pay for whab they received in kind when- 
ever they wfiie^ ablei;.' Bub: rfor the greater 
part of the reiief extended the government 
did not expeot a return. Wa have yet to 
hear of a single Instanoa of help being with- 
held from liny applicant who was believed 
by thnao who kiiovv him best to bo in need of 
relitf. The " iuformant" of the Advertiser's 
oorrespondaut wan evidently aa uoprinbipled 
and as ni.-tlignanb as the writer himself, and 
told liim exactly what it suited hia purpoae 
to hoar. Tho newapaper editor who, 
iu order to make political capital 
for hia party, would di;liboratoly 
and n.ulioiously tnisroi)reaout tho earneot 
and til'iictivo tllorts of the Government to 
mitigate tho auflerings of blie victims of the 
disaster is capable of any aot of meanness or 
any malignity. 

The Bttipidity of tho letter writer ia only 
e(iuttlled by hia unsorupulouanesa, for what 
ol)jeot could the Roverninont havo in dealin>» 
hariihiy with tho victims of tho Fraaer 
RivoT flood ': If their desire was to niuko 
political capital and to gain temporary popu- 
larity, a course -tho very opposite of that 
which thoy pursued, would havo been the 
one moat likeiy to accomplish their object. 
If, instead of carefully and judicioualy 
adminiateriug relief they hud scattered the 
people's monoy with a lavish hand— if Ihey 
had given indisciiailDftbely and spent Qvo 
times as rauoh money aa they did without 
producing any batter results— they might, 
with soma roasoQ, be now blamed for die- 
tributing relief -.vith a political inten- 
tion. Wo uro t|uito fiuiQ that when tho 
method adopted by tho Government 
is carefully eraniined and wlien all the facts 
are before the public, the people of the Pro- 
vince will decide that the Government in 
adminiatering relief to the Fraser river set- 
tlers displayed an uncommon degree both of 
liberality and prudonco. 

Tho Newa-Advertisor's malicioua and un- 
truthful correipondest endeavora to create 
the Impression that the money given by pri- 
vate persons for the relief of the Buffdrere 
was placed in the hands of the Government. 
He surely must have known that this was 
not the caeo, Nob » single dollar of that 
money was at the diepoaal of tho Govern- 
ment. It waa adminiatered by a committee 
with which the Government had no conneo' 
tion whatever, and we have reason to bs' 
lleve that it waa most jadloiously and care 
fully diepensed. "One of the aubacrihera " 
will not have to go further than Westmin- 
ster, whero theaaaretary of tho Relief Com- 
mittee reeidea, to find out what has been 
done with every cent of the money sub- 
scribed for the relkf of the suiferera. But 
it is very evident thab he does not want in- 
formation. What he wants is capital to uae 
against the Governmont, and it is plain 
that ho prefers falsehood to truth. 



A LITTLE TOO PREVIOUS. 

It is amusing to aea bow readily many 
newspapers, both in the United States And 
the DomtnloD, jump atoonclusioDa. When- 
ever a cause meets with the least success its 
advocates in the press are ready to declare 
that its day of triumph is at hand. Indeed, 
they not infrtquontly apeak aa if it had 
already arrived. Then again, if a move- 
ment which- ia atinggllBg for public notice 
and approbation meats with a reverse, let 
it be ever so inaigniScant, its newspaper 
enemies begin at once to crow over it and 
to assert with moro or leaa vehemence that 
it haa collapsed. Theee newapapcrs seem to 
forget that causes, like individuals, have 
their ups and their downs, their dark 
days as well as their bright days. 
It is very seldom indeed that a 
public man or a publio question becomes 
discredited in a day or a year, and » new 
idea or ^n untried theory hardly ever re- 
commends itself to the public with a rush. 
The descent la nearly always gradual, and 
the ascent slow and Intermittenb. When 
therefore the Montreal Witness confidently 
declares thab " preferential protuction " has 
oollapaed " bocauae un Eoglieh newapaper 
of no very great proniiaonco apouks slight- 
ingly of it, it expresses itself aa one of tho 
unthinking and UDphlloaopblcal. The idea 
of a close oommoroial union between tho 
communities th.it go to make up tho British 
Kinpire, ia one that ia coinpiratively i,vw to 
both the liiitish and the colonial public, it 
ia uo wonder therefore that it moota \vi' h 
opposiliou, and that many of its oppooenia 
lue both able and iDflnential. But 
every well'informad man matt admit that 
the idea is better received to-day than it was 
some time ago, and that tho number of its 
advocates ia increasing both in(!reut Britain 
and tho C'ljloriioa. Ia fact tho ciuso of Iin 
periai Federation and all that it implies ia 
very perceptibly growing, and it ia the ooU' 
Boiousness of thia thab vexes and embitters 
its opponents. We must oonfesa that we 
are quite at a losa to understand how any 
loyal British subject, any man who ia proud 
of belenging to the liritiali nation and do- 
siroB to seo it booome greater and more pros- 
perous, can regard with dislike the idea of a 
union, political and oommeroial, of the 
closest kind, of the dlffdreat parts of that 
nation. He may think it impraotloable, he 
may consider the theory pivtriolio but 
visionary, hut that ho should view it with 
hoalility, say hard things about tlioue who 
entertain it and rejoice at what ha considers 
its apporont collapse passes our comprehen- 
sion. But it haa not collapsed, and it Is not 
likely to oollapse. Oa the ooDtrary, it is 
recommending itoelf to many thinking men 
n» tlif3oaly Ihiug that cm pro.iorvo tho Brit- 
iah Kinpiro, attacked as it ia from all aides 
by enemies, commercial, industrial and 
national. It is a oauao that Ib bound to 
grow and, , if ita growth Is slow and aorvivcs 
many reveraea it wi|l be all the atrpnger 
when, it attalni matdrtty, wliioh! may be 
(ooner than many Imagine. 



PROriNOIAL SUBSWIES. 

The aubjocb of provincial aubsidies is juat 
now being discussed in the newspapers of 
Eastern Canada rather warfnly. The fol- 
lowing extract from a speech recently deliv- 
ered by Mr. TP. Peters, Premier of Prince 
Edward Irtland, ia the text of most of the 
journalistic diecouruea on tho tul j ot : 

What dr. yru think a victory of tlio Lib- 
oral party in Canada «ould mean to us V It 
mouns thut thij piMvince, which for yeara 
hiv.-i been (ioniiid f.iir piny, wculd riceivoit. 
Not many yniira iil;o all the great loaders of 
tne Libor.il p'lrly mot to g'jlher at tho Que- 
bec oooforenoo. Vnu all remember liow they 
agreed on u fchomo which, if carried out, 
would givo to thie province a largely in- 
oreasert eubaidy. You are ftwaco that we 
Q'itidfioin thia island one of the foreinoot 
Ijibiral politiciana of Canada. And when 
tho great cliango cntnt'ij, ijiutoud of Prince 
Edward laland boing a little unrcpreaonted 
province, it will havo as its champion a man 
who will fill a place second only to that of 
the Premier of Canada. We will then re- 
ceive juBtioe. 

At tho Quebec conference convened by 
Premier Morcier when in tho height of hia 
power, roaoluliouH were passed looking to 
a readjuBtmonb of the aubsidies paid 
to tho provinoea. This readjustment, 
according to the Toronto Mall, would add to 
the burdens to be borne by the people of the 
whole Dominion aomo §1,500,000 annually. 
It was at the time approved by the Liberal 
Press of tho Maritime Provinces and Ontario, 
but the Toronto Globe has been favored 
with new light since 1887, and it now 
declares that tho Liberal party la not a bet- 
tor terms party. We have no doubt that 
tho Eastern Maritime Provinces ore, aa Mr. 
Potora indioatea, ready to riiako a raid on 
the Dominion Treasury whenever a favorable 
opportunity ofi'era. What olalm any of t h e m 
has to " better terms " ib ia difficulb to conjec- 
ture. They all, if we do not mistake, got 
from tho Djminion treasury subsidies fully 
prnportionatd to their aeveral contributions. 
Thia ia not the caao with British Columbia. 
It contributes four or five times as much aa 
some of the Maritime Provinoea of tho East 
to bhe Federal revenue, and does not got a 
dollar more in return. Thia ia evidently not 
fair. Thero is no earthly reason why Brit- 
ish Columbia should be obliged to pay a 
very great deal moro than ita proportionate 
share to the Dominion reveano without 
receiving an equivalent in return. If 
this Provinoe had to-day anything 
like the amonnt it has paid over and above 
its proportional contribution daring the last 
ten years, say, it would be far and away the 
richest Province in tho Dominion. British 
Columbia really cannot afTord to pay aa 
much as it does to the Dominion treasury. 
Its people need every dollar it pays over the 
average per head annually for local purposea, 
and in strict justice that sum ought to be 
refooded to its Government to be used in 
developing its resonroea. 

NEARLY RIGHT. 

The Miner, of Neleoo, in an article on the 
party without a head, aaya : 

la It not a little undignified that a par- 
liamentary party can only obtain as a leader 
a man who dure not explain what ho has 
done with some one else's money '.' Will the 
public who elected these unfortunate Oppo- 
sition members like to aee them led by Mr 
Cotton unless he is able to como forward and 
clear himself of the very grave suspicions 
that hang around him ? 

It is pretty evident now that the "par- 
liamentary party" considers it o good deal 
worse than " undignified " to ohooae a mtm 
of Mr. Cotton's antccodents aa their leader.

niodii.'i Vivendi The offer slinply refers to 
tho former clasa. The veasela setzad were 
the Thornton, Grace, Anne Beck and 
D ilphin owned by Captain Warren ; tho

In 
addition to these claims there arc number 
for personal compenaation claims by maatera 
and mutea, one of which is that on bihalf 
of tho lato Jamea Ogilvio, the captain cf 
the Carolina, who after being aubjeoted 
to imprisonment at Sitka was turned adrift 
there without dollar by the American 
authorities, and wandering into the woods 
perished miserably.

BANK EXCHANGE. 

Hearing of tho Charge of Sunday Llauor Sell- 
Inc Against Mr. b'aucr. 

The Bank Exchange roatauraut o»8e oame 
up in the police court yoaterday, occupying 
most of the morning and the entire afternoon 
seaaion. The Information was laid by Sergt. 
Levin and charged tho proprietor, Mr. G. 
C. Saner, with supplying liquor to his oua- 
tomera on tho 12ch and 13th of Auguat, dur- 
ing hours prohibited by tho Liquor regula- 
tion act. Tiio first witness called was — 

Sergeont H. A. Levin, who testified : — 
"I roir.cii^tcr the 13Lh of Iho iiioulh, Mon- 
diiy ; f waa in tho Bank Exchange ; I went 
in at L'O minutes pust 12 a.m.; at 12:30 
Cliarley Frecdmau camo in ; two or three 
minutea after, at his suggestion, I sat dofvn 
with the defendant, Mri Klrkup («nd Mr. 
Frecdman and played a game of whist ;' at 
2,5 minutes to 1 a.m., aa the gamelstalrted^ 
Freodman ordered a mug of -beer; 'it was 
brought to him by Mr. Hamilton, the bar 
tender.; a plate of crackers was taken from 
tbe cthec table and put) on tho chair aloi g- 
atdia of Mr. Freedman ; I did not hear 
Freedman order any crackers ; tho plates of 
craokera are only distributed around tho 
saloon during pronibited bours so far as I 
have observed ; at 1 o'clock on tbe Monday 
morning tbe two pUtes of crackers were ro- 
moved by a waiter from tbe inside ; during 
the 25 minutes tho ptttto of craokera wore 
alongside of Mr. Freedman he uto from 
them twice — one mouthful each time. 

Under cross examination : Mr. Sauer ia a 
restaurant keeper, and you can got a uioal 
any time during tho day or night ut hia 
place ; I waa in uniform and on duty ; as a 
ijergeiuit, of police I look after tho other men 
on tho force during :iiy watch: I went on 
duty at 12 midnight ; It left tho aaloon at 
20 minutea past 1 o'clock ; from 25 minutea 
to 1 till 20 miniitoa past 1, I v/ao playing 
curda ; it ia contrary to tho police regula- 
tions ; a restaur.iut keeper doea not make 
mo oat all that ho brings mo ; what I oat 
depends upon my appetite ; tho police had 
heou talking about ttio Bank Exchange for 
weeks past ; Mr. Sauer and I had boon good 
friends for uhout twelve months at least ; 
on one occasion wo exchanged ocirf pine for 
two or tliree weeks, aud about six montha 
a^o he made me a present of a beer mug ; 
I admired these beer mugs very much and 
said I would like one, and ho gave one to 
e. 

The defendant has bcou pursuing the prac- 
tieo I havo deecrlbati opeuly, and I am of 
the opinion that he thought ho waa doing 
right, • • • On the night in ((uostion 
there waa a hot supper in the bar room; 
I myself had hot mutton and broad and a 
glass uf beer; I consider what I had a meal. 

During tho cross-examination, Mr. Mills 
for the defense scored Sergeant Levin vigor- 
oualy, asking him if in view of the friendly 
relations between Mr. Sauer and himielf his 
aotiona were not that of a sneak. Farther 
uDOompIimeQtary language waa checked by 
the court. 

Mr, Charles Fieadmsn wai then calledf 
I waa present ~>t the time and pUoj men- 
tioned, ho said; we played a game of wbist; 

I called for a mug of beer before 1 a. m. ; I 
did not order anything else when I ordered 
the beer; I had been there before; I had din- 
ner about 4 or 5 o'clock; about 3 o'clock I 
had lunch; I helped myself to crackers and 
cheese and ordered a mug of beer. 

To Mr. Millt: I cannot get a drink there 
on Sunday without getting a meal ; I was 
told by Mr. Sauer aud two birtenders that 
no lliiuors would bo supplied during 
prohibited hcura without ineale ; I did not 
nave uny drink that Sunday without having 
u meal with it ; I know it to bo a rule of the 
houao that to bn supplied with a drink on 
Sunday I had to (at suinothing ; I ato as 
much uf tho crackers and cheese as I want- 
ed ; there waa hot moat and potatoes there; 
if 1 had wanted meat I could have had it for 
thesauio price — tifteon ceuta. 

Cnurlca Kent toatitir.iaa -o tho date when 
tho licenscu wero iaautd and the proeooution 
closed. 

In summing up for the defenc; Mr. Mills 
stal'.'d that it was not a question as to 
-vhetho- tt restaurant Ljeper cjuld lawfully 
pupply liquor with meals. That waa ad- 
mitted. 'X'he point was ss to what consti- 
tuted ameal. 'The aot did not define a 
metL It might, so far as the 
Uw was concerned, jconsisii of crackers and 
cKeeie anda mug of b-ier, or a full course 
dinner from oysters to black coirea, and 
champagne. Again, it might depend on tho 
appetite, Ihe customer is not compelled to 
eat the meal. The proprietor is not eup 
poaed to know, in fact cannot know, 
whether the main obiect in calling for 
BometblDg to eat is to get something to 
drink or not. Should Mr. Sauer then lie 
bold la penal oonsequenoes if a man refuses 
to eat all that is placed before him. Sergt. 
Levin considers mutton, bread and beer a 
meal ; another man might he quite as well 
satistied with crackers and cheese and beer. 

II Is entirely a question of appetite, and it 
is not for this court to go into what consti- 
tutes a meal. Though Freedman did not 
call for u meal ho knew|what tho rules of tbe 
homo wero. It waa m.t wiiat was said but 
wliat was (lono tliat cuiiatilutoa the offence. 
It had been shown that on Sunday one must 
have a iiioiil in order to got a drink. It was 
doubtful whether Mr. S.aier ould refuse a 
glass of beer and a meal if il was o.illi d for. 
If a man went into hia pl.ice and c nducted 
himself properly Mr. Saur r muat serve him. 
Tho court m'ght t hink this m°al a eubier- 
fuge, hut iho (lofendant waa not turoly re- 
spousihlo for the act of hie cuatoinern. No 
law could compel a man to eat a meal lifter 
it hud been ordered. 

The Court : Would every saloon keeper 
who breaks up a few crackers and bits of 
oheese be able to place it on hia bar and sell 
liquor? • 

Mr. Mills —No ; my client {s a restaurant 
keeper. He has spent thousands of dollars 
to fit bis place up. He serves meals at all 
hours ti| all comers. There is a great differ- 
enoB. ; ' '

The' firBfc OBsea 
were discovered about three weeliB ago, and 
it is reported that over 15,000 people are 
alilicted. Oa a aioglo night last week over 
fifty BufTorers wore removed io ambulances 
from St. Pancras district alone. The two 
boapital ships lying ia the Thames at Long 
Beaob, tbe Atlas and the Caatalia, are 
crowded with patients, and" the asyluma 
board, whioh has oharge of all matters re- 
latiog to public health in tho metropolis, la 
now seeking to purchase additional veseels, 
having abandoned its former plan of locating 
emallpoK patients in hospittkls ntuated in 
the centre of closely populated neighbor- 
hoods. To mako matters worse, scarlet 
fever has been epidemic for over a month in 
the city, and tho total of serious cages was 
reported on Saturday night ac 3.47.'i. 

Five years ago the South Mecropolitan 
Gas Company of this city adopted the eye 
tern of " prodt Mharing, " and on Saturday 
next it will distribute SIOO.OOO omong the 
workmen as cheir proportion of the protits

.SEALING ?«01ffe'.CTION. 

Tte U. y. Endeavoring to Secure Aou^lon of 
Otli-Jr Maritime fow^rs to lUe 
Awafil, 

Washington, Aug. 23.— The State De- 
partment has initiated the next phase of the 
sealing question by addressing an identical 
note to all tbe maritime ^powers, invitiqg 
tbem to adhere to the agreement reached 
hy the United States and Great Britai'^i;ela- 
tlve to the protection of the seal Bslwriea, 
ihlB was made necoasary by the award of 
the Paris arbitration, which found the 
United States had no eiclusivo juriadiat' on 
over the seal waters, and that thosa 'could 
bo protected only by mutual fc^t'.ement. 
By the terms of tho troa„y smbCTatting her 
otse to arbitration Grer-.u Britiln was bound 
to agree to the arran^emep.%.' us to the closed 
ceaaoDS and c!oacd iconvi imposed by the 
arbitration tribuual. Ttiis, of course, could 
have no effect upon other nations, andjresse's 
waiting under the flig of Germany, France, 
Rasaia, Sweden or even Hawaii were left 
by tbe award free to prey upon the seals 
any ivhere outside cf tbe three-mile limit 
froni the Alaskan shores and islands. 

Tu meet this the tribunal recommended 
that an effort be made to secure the adbe. 
ti(in of other powers to the samo arrange 
inenta that bound Great IJritaln and tho 
United .StutPB. Tiiero wore indications that 
certain entcrpriaiag merchants wore making 
ready to conduct a raid on tho ecala under 
other flfiga than our own and Great Britain 
notably the Hawaiian and Gorman fliga, 
and it was felt to be the only provident 
course to avoid any disagreeable incidents in 
the future to invite the adhesion of the re 
jnainiog maritime nations to the agreement. 



THE SIBEBIAN BAlIiBOAD 

To be Completed In ISOS-Its Effect Vpoa the 
Wheat Growers. 

Washi.n-gton Citv, Aug. 2,'l.— United 
States Consul General Jonas, at St, Peters 
burg, in a report to the Department of 
State, points out that tbe early completion 
of the Siberian railroad is likely to have a 
depressing efTdot upon the prices of grain 
throughout the world. The Siberian rail- 
road will not only carry wheat, flour and 
oil to China and Japan, driving out Amorl 
can goods, but will open to settlement a 
vast area of land suitable for wheat grow 
ing. This is tho most serious menace that 
oonfronts tho American wheat grower. In 
his report Consul Jonas- says : " At the 
last meeting of t^e; Siberian railway com 
mtttee vrith the eoooomie scotion of tb'e Im 
perlal Coi^coil, whieta took plaoe on May 16, 
tbe Minister of Fioanbe' submitted an im- 
portant memorlat in reference to the Great 
Siberian railway. AcooriiiDR to the Im- 
perial decree of December 22. 1S&2, the West 
and Central Siberian sections of tlio lino, as 
far as tho city of Irkuttk, us well na tho 
Uaeuri section from Vladivoatock to Graf- 
akaya and tho connecting lino botweon the 
Ural and Siberian railways, were to bo con- 
nected in the year 1000. 

" Last fall it became evident that the 
road can bo built as far as Irkutsk by tho 
year 1898 — that is, two years before tho 
time originally indicated— and that the Us- 
auri lino can bo finished in 1806. The con- 
struction of tho lino from Grafskaya to 
Khabarovka has already been approved. In 
view of these facts it waa resolved to aooeI> 
crate the conttrnotion of the remninlog por-

tiona of the groat Siberian railway in the 
following manner : First, the building of 
the Translaikal lino is to bo pushed, so that 
it may bo opened for traffic in the year 1898, 
at the time of the completion of the Central 
Siberian section to Itkutek and of the con- 
necting link from Irkutsk to Liatyentoh- 
naya, oa Lake Baikal ; stcond, the whole- 
line along the Amour river is to be finished 
before tho end of the year 1901. The min- 
ister of communication has been granted the 
necessary credit, amounting to \ 1,215,000 
roubles, to carry out tho preliminary work 
of tracing the line to Irkutsk aroiind Lake 
Baikal, as well as in the Transbaikal region, 
and along the Amour river, and has also 
been authorized to forward, without delay, 
part of the material ordered for the other 
aectloDS of tbelinoi The above resolutions 
received the aanotion of the Emperor on 
Ma]^ 26, and the preliminary work in the 
Transbaikal region ilos already begun." 



THE MISSIONARY ELEiIEM\ 

Its InllDenco and Almost Paramount Ira. 
porlBUCo In Hawaii. 

(From tho Seattle Press-Timoa.) 
A gentleman recently from Honolulu, 
while strongly imbued with the principle of 
the annexation of the Hawaiian islands to 
the United States, ia by no means friendly 
to the greed with which the so-called " mis- 
sionary element" on the islonda have 
gobbled up abi>ut everything in eight ex- 
cept the parallels of latitude. Ho concedes 
their staunch Amerioaniani, but thinks that 
in annexing this class, a wild kind of theoo- 
raoy, whioh has so long dominated the 
islands, would also be taken in out of the 
wet. 

" The missionary element," this gentle- 
man went on to aay, " is made up of a class 
of men who practically own tho islands. 
Their poasesBioDS have been chiefly in- 
herited from their fathers, who, pent out as 
missionaries to aove the souls of the gentle, 
amicable ielauders, wheedled and prayed 
tbe native chiefs out of nearly every acre 
of laud worth coltivatiog. They were a 
Puritan body, with keen commercial in- 
stincts, Far-Booing and selfish, tbey faith- 
fully carried out, at least, one iDjooCtion of 
Holy Writ in'that they * provided for. their 
own households.' And the consequence now 
is that you can scarcely lay your hand upon 
any body of good land near the small centres 
of civiliziltioa without paying a fancy sum 
to the, sons of these provident and thrifty 
missionaries." 

"I witnessed," continued this gentleman, 
"tbe departure of the tniesionury steamer 
Morning Star, from Honolulu, about the 
I4th of last month. The vessel was to pro- 
ceed thence with six missionariea to the Gil- 
bert: Islands, and other islands, to leave 
these miasioncirics and their abundant and 
varied supplies. The vessel was loaded 
down with staplii irticles of food and an as- 
sortment of preserved and canned luxuries 
sufficient to stock an unpretentious whole- 
Bile store. Services were held aboard the 
Bteimer juat preparatory to its leaving. 
These over, the veBsel's steamer sent up 
shrill whistles at brief intervals for more 
than half an hour. The spectators on board 
and on tho wharf could not understand thece 
signals. Some thought they were summon- 
ing some tardy missionary who was 
to take passage aboard. Others that the 
supply of bibles had not all been placed 
aboard, but just as the hull on the conun- 
drums seemed to bo hardest, all curiosity 
and doubt were suddenly put to rest by ob- 
serving a youDg Jersey milk cow in a sling 
and being hoisted aboard. This accounted 
for the delay and the nervous shrieks of the 
steam whistle. The missionaries, it would 
aeem, could not venture on the deep without 
a supply of fresh milk." 

" Think of John the Baptist," said the 
narrator, with a Blimg of impatience, travel' 
ing through Judea-proolaiming the coming 
of his Master, accompanied by a Jerse;^ cow 
or a case ef condensed milk, of any 
brand, to pub a more unotlous coo or winning 
ohirrup to that < voice in the wildecneis ' of

C. W. Ei/uas, tho now sujjerintondent, 
who wuB formerly a paesonpor couduc'ur on 
the trunk line, ssyi all oonduotors find it 
necessary, iii the interest of making schedule 
time, to assist colored women to mount and 
dismount, furthermore, that the interest of 
the oompaey in the avoidance of aooidentR, 
out of which damage suite, grow, demands 
that such assistance ahouid be given aa 
would prevent such accidents. Tho street' 
car companies of Atlanta are now heavily 
owned by Boston capitalists und somehow 
the Idea has gotten cut that they wiuit to 
enforce the Boston ideas of tho proper ro- 
lationa between races. Somo time u.go tho 
superintendent of tho conaoliduted, in order 
to break up tho discrimination botu-eon tho 
raoea, istasd an order that no one should be 
helped on or otT, but it failed to work.

A Chinese Loan Doeg Not NeceiSBrlly Inrolve 
an Advance— Strength in london. 

New Youk, Aug. 21 — The drift of opin- 
ion on Wall street ie that up to the present 
time the demand for silver has oome from 
speoulatora. They profess to know that 
there has been no direct buyin;; for China, 
and say that in making prioos they entirely 
follow the London market. One prominent 
bullion broker said that the riao was prob- 
ably assintcd hy the introduotion in tho 
houBo by J ohnson, of North Daliota, of a bill 
for the unlimited coinsge of silver. The 
demand has not been very heavy during the 
past few days, and there was a dlBposition 
on the part of London to deal in fuiurea on 
silver, from «hioh it was concluded that 
the purcbaslcg. was not, for immediate 
shipments on buylog orders from China, 
but rather in expeotation of an advance. 
At the KdW York asitnoy of the HongkoD^ 
and Shanghai hankuiR corporation it was 
said that after the rise following the out- 
break of the Cbiha Japan war holders of 
silver in this country did not display any 
anxiety to sell and ofTsringa by amoltors 
were very light until yesterday, when they 
became very large. The recent Chinese 
loan of 10,000,000 taeU, equal to SG86.000 of 
our money, was a eilver loan, bat if a large 
war loan wore issued ic would likely be in 
gold, and therefore a Chinese loan would not 
necessarily result in advancing the price of 
silver. Tho agency ia not a heuvy buyer of 
silver just now, und it is thought that per- 
haps ttie smelters h.kd held the product too 
long. 

London, Aug. 2!{ — Tho strength of tho 
upward movement of silvr r waa markedly 
shown yesterday. India offered bills for 4U 
Iocs of rupees. Tho market lendorcd la 
ii?-3'Jd per rupee, an advance of '22 ,'5'2d over 
tho last prevuiliog price.

Hon< W. F. Boberti of North Carolina, 
the reoently appaigt«d tnown^r of Hon. 
Levi W. Myera as npreientative of the 
UoUed States in this city and pro- 
vinoe, arrived here from tho East 
last evening, accompanied by Mrs. Roberta 
and their children, anil Mr. M R Uro.

Liter in tho 
pveniuk{ ho was called upon by one or two 
Viotorians onxiouB to extend ua early whI- 
come. 

Tall, broad-shouldered ond t rcot, with t'lo 
easy courtesy peculiar to tho Southern 
gentleman, Hon. Mr. Hoberla would be 
taken amorg a thousand for a toldier and a 
man of mark. Hia military experience ho 
gained while weariot; the Confederate 
grey, sorving through the war to its 
close. He is said to have been the youngest 
britiadier in the cavalry branch of the ser- 
vioo iu America, if anywhere else, having 
won this high rank at 23 years of age, with- 
out any previoas military eduoation. 

A valued and valiant cllicer, ho has 
also won distinction aa a citizan 
and a legislator, having for a num- 
ber of years been a member of the 
state legiaUture cf North Cirolina and also 
a delegate to iis constitutional convention.
